Denver. Colo., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—“ Blow 
up the state capitol?” laughed James Brown, 
leading coungel in the republican election 
contest cases, tonight after the Supreme 
court’s decision, favorable to Peabody, had 
been announced. No, there will be no vio- 
lence. Before the Supreme court gets 
through with them half of the democrats 
cf Denver will be in jail. The most notorious 
of the fraud perpetrators have escaped to 
Chicago and other eastern cities. There will 
be no one to engage in violence.“

Hints at Another Goebel.

Supreme Court’s Decision. 

The Supreme court reaffirmed its decision 
that it has the right to take jurisdiction of 
the last election, and the hearing of testi- 
mony in the cases of twenty-seven election 
Officers who have been cited for contempt 
was commenced.

Judge’s Traction Mission to 
New York Is Thonght 
to Have Been Suc- 
cessful. 


HES SILENT, BUT HAPPY. 


Significant Interview with Bank- 
er Mitchell Presages Con- 
summation of City 
Railway Deal. 


New York, Nov. 17.—[Special.}—Judes 
Peter B. Grosscup of Chicago, whe arrived 
here this morning from Chicage on busi- 
ness connected with the Union Traction 
company affairs, and who was busy all day 
with conferences, said tonight in reeponse 
to an Inquiry as to the result of his labors: 

For the present I have absolutely noth- 
ing to say. These matter move slowly, and 
it may be some days before there will be any- 
thing to announce.” 

Nevertheless, Judge Grosscup seemed thor- 
oughly pleased with the days work. As his 
announced intention in coming here was te 
stir up interests which he declared had es. 
hausted his patience, his extreme good humor 
tonight and his satisfied manner in parrying 
questions as to results accomplished plainly 
indicated that his trip wes entirely success- 
ful in attaining his object. 


Talks with J. J. Mitchell. 

The significant thing in the day’s work i# 
that it was with John J. Mitchell of the Tiii- 
nols Trust and Savings bank that Judge 
Grosscup had most of his talk. Mr. Mitchell 
is the man who originally undertook te bring 
about the consolidation of the Union Traction 
and Chicago City properties, and whatever 
has been done in this direction has been done 
by him. 

Judge Grosscup’s position is, understood 
here to be that, first of all, he would seek 
a unification of the two roads, so that he can 
treat with Chicago in the matter of franchise 
extensions on the basis of a system covering 
the entire city. Falling in this, however. then 
he would insist on a settlement for the Union 
traction lines alone. 


Time for Action Had Come. 

It was the halt in the promised acquire 
ment of the Chicago City property which 
caused the judge to speak of “ patience-ex- 
hausting delay.“ and the further form 


Judge Steele, the democratic member of the 
court, dissented, saying neither the tally 
liste nor the certificates should control, but 
judges of election should be permitted to cor- 
rect any errors they may have made in com- 
puting the returns from the tally lists.” — 


Peabody Waits Developments. 
Efforts were redoubled today to securs 
from Gov. Peabody a statement that he 
would withdraw from the contest. These 
came from interested democrats and from 
the sober minded citizens, who fear the 
contest may develop strife. Gov. Peabody's 
reply was: 

I have not given up nor do I intend to. 
I maintain the same position I did the day 
after election. I have not resigned and don’t 
intend to. I shall stand by that position 
until developments.” 

There is a widespread belief not confined 
to the democrats that Gov. Peabody cannot 
secure enough votes to be counted in. Late 
official returns from remote districts of 
the state add to the Adams vote. 

Nevertheless, the republicans tonight ars 
more hopeful than at any time since the 
contest started. They assert confid E 
that with the Supreme court watchers and 
the ruling relative to tallies, they will be 
able to prove that Peabody received .7,000 
more votes in Denver than the face of the 
returns show. All that is needed to make 
the legislature safely republican is 500 votes. 
The contest, they assert, will certainly givs 
the republicans many times that number. 


How Frauds Were Worked. 

Evidence given in the Supreme court this 
afternoon shows some of the fine work of the 
journeymen vote grabbers. In the precinct 
in question 318 ballots were cast. The demo- 
cratic and republican candidates ran about 
even, according to the Supreme court's 
watchers. 

During the count some one blew out the 
light. Matches were lit by the watchers, but 
they were puffed out by the vote grabbers. 
In the darkness entire bundles of ballots were 
carried off to an adjoining room and ex- 
changed for another bundle. The joke was 
that the second bundle contained 324 ballots. 
It also contained but 19 votes for Peabody. 
The republican attorneys have affidavits from 
sixty-one voters in that precinct who swear 
they voted for Peabody, and more are com- 
ing in. 

‘Marked with Invisible Ink. 

In Colorado a man wishing to vote a 
straight ticket writes the name of his party 
in the blank at the head of the ticket. Then 
he scratches if hedesiresto. Evidence shows 
that on hundreds of ballots a cross marked 
in invisible ink had been made opposite 
Adams’ name. The crosses, of course, did 
not show until the ballots were counted. 
Republicans claim that this trick was worked 
on at least ten ballots in each of the 204 pre- 
cincts in Denver. 

In other cases some fine work was done 
with a fountain pen concealed in the sleeve. 
All ballots have to marked in ink. In other 
instances democratic clerks marked in more 
tallies than the footings showed, expecting 
to count them in the official canvass. 

The Supreme court had two watchers in 
every precinct, except where they were 
thrown out. At republican headquarters the 
committee has hundreds of affidavits 'by 
these watchers showing crooked work. 


Republican Attorney Explains. 

It was while commenting on this mass of 
evidence of fraud that James Brown, chief 
attorney for the republicans tonight made 
the remark already quoted: 

„There won't be enough democrats out of 
jail to blow up the state capitol. Half of 
them will be under arrest before the Supreme 
court gets through with them, 

It is not a question of seating Peabody,“ 
he added. “ It is a question of giving a man 
a right to vote for any ticket he sees fit. I 
may have voted one of those invisible ink 
ballots for all that I know. I believe that 
Gov. Peabody will secure from 5,000 to 7,000 
votes before this contest is over. We shail 
immediately begin to make arrests.“ 
How many do you expect to arrest?’

Masked Bandits Hold Up Agent at 
Greenwood Boulevard. 


Robbers found the line of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway profitable yesterday. 
At noon two young men broke down the 
€oor of the station at Ravenswood Park 
while the agent, R. E. Boyington, was at 
lunch, and secured $850. It is believed the 
pair who did this work were disguised in 
women’s clothing. 

Seven hours later three masked men in 
Evanston surprised N. A. Menchneurs, agent 
at the Greenwood boulevard station of the 
road. and, after binding and gagging him. 
robbed him of his pay envelope, containing 
$35.. his watch, and §65 of the company's 
money. They escaped without being noticed, 


an hour later. | } 

The police suspect that two of the three 
men involved in the holdup also were con- 
rected with the noonday burglary. It is 
almost the Ravenswood Park pair 
went to Evanston by train. 


Bind and Gag Station Agent. 

The robbery of the station in Evanston was 
bold. While Menchneurs was preparing to 
lock up the station, which is on the Mayfair 
branch, the three men entered and ordered 
him to throw up his hands. They were armed. 
When he had complied, he was bound and a 
handkerchief was thrust into hig mouth, an- 


other being tied across it and a stick twisted | 


into it to tighten it. Then the men rified his 
pockets and threw him under one of the 
benches of the waiting room. 

The bound man remained alone for an hour, 
or until 8:80 p. m., when Paul Crocker, 1815 
Wesley avenue, saw the light in the station, 
and, surprised that it was burning at such an 
unusual hour, walked into the waiting room 
to investigate. 


Kicks to Attract Attention. 

. Crocker could see no one around and was 
ready to leave, when Menchneurs, who was 
almost su ted, managed to attract his at- 
tention by kicking his heels against the floor. 
Crocker quickly released the man, and after 
hearing his story informed the Evanston po- 
lice of the robbery. 

Police Capt. John Mersch and a sergeant 
hastened to the scene of the holdup. Mench- 
neurs described two of the men as short and 
well dressed and the third as apparently a 
laborer. 


Believes Bandits Wore Dresses. 

That the burglary at Ravenswood Park 
was committed by men disguised as women 
is the belief of Agent Boyington. When he 
went out to lunch, leaving the office door 
locked, he noticed two women sitting in the 
waiting room. They seemed clumsily at- 
tired, and as he recalled them later he be- 
came convinced they were men. The two 


suspects previously had bought tickets for 
Evanston 


No one was seen to leave the station. after 
the burglary was committed, and only one 
train paseed directly afterward. That was 
bound for Evanston.

DOOM OF MEXICAN DOLLAR: 
“DIAZ APPROVES THE PLAN. 


Weight and Fineness of Present 
but “More Will 
Minted if Bill Passes 


City of Mexico, Nov. 17.—President Diaz, 
after listening to the opinions of members 
of his cabinet council held this evening, ap- 
proved the plan of Finance Minister Liman- 
tour for monetary reform and ordered thata 
bill be sent to congress tomorrow. 

The bill does not look to the direct accom- 
plishment of monetary reform, but author- 
izes the executive to carry out the reform in 
due time and subject to conditions fixed in 
the bill. 

The money medium will tinue to be the 
present silver dollar, with its weight and 
fineness unchanged. Ita gold value will be 
fixed at the equivalent of seventy-five centi- 
grams of the yellow metal, putting it on a 
level with the United States half dollar in 
value. 

The mints will only suspend coinage to the 
extent of not adding to the internal circula- 
tion of dollars, but they will continue to 
strike subsidiary coins, which wül de given 
out in exchange for dollars, and the mints 
will also continue to turn out the old style 
dollars if intended directly for exportation. 
The reimportation of dollars will be pro- 
hibited. 

It is positively stated that the measures in 
preparation do not afford the slightest ground 


market, as Mexico is principally interested in 
holding up the price of that metal.

Youngster Is Summoned by an Evans- 
ton Mother to Care fora Baby While 
She Goes Calling. : 


With a wailing infant trying to climb up 
and tear a few pages out of The Tarantula 
Terror: or, Trailed by Torturers, price 10 
cents a messenger boy spent three hours 
of agony yesterday afternoon in a res- 
idence in Judson avenue, Evanston.

YOUNG FOOTBALL PLAYER 
DIES OF HIS INJURIES. 


New Haven Father Declares Hospital 
Authorities Failed to Learn the Cause 
of the Accident. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 17.—[Special. }— 
Parents of Joseph Marsinio, 14 years old, say 
they believe his death on Tuesday was due 
to injuries received while playing football 
at Jocelyn square on Saturday. 

As the lad lay in his coffin the father point- 
ed to a scar on the boys head and said: 
| “ Joseph sald that while he was playing 
football he was kicked in the head and lay 
unconscious ten minutes. I took him to the 
hospital, where he died on Tuesday. The 
return of the certificate alleged that he died 
from “ lipto meningitis.” 

I learned at the hospital that an opera-

The wells along the lines are dry and both 
sides use the Shakhe river, where the sol- 
diers approach unarmed and get water under 
recognized mutual sanction not to fire on a 
single soldier.

Immediately Pollworth appeared at a win- 
dow.

| Keeps Townspeople at Bay. 

‘Town Constable Peacock tried to enter the 
house by a rear door, but was seen and driven 
back by the man at bay. Then Peacock ap- 
pealed to Sheriff Barrett for ald. He feared, 
he said, that Pollworth would escape in the 
darkness if not captured before night. 

Deputy Sheriff Peters armed fifteen dep- 
uties and hurried them to Bartlett with 
orders to get their man. Follworth had deen 
told a squad of Chicago men, supplied with 
rifles, was coming to capture him, and a short 
time before the Chicago train arrived he an- 
nounced he would surrender. First he threw 
his weapons out of a Window and then climbed 
out himself, the door being barricaded. Pea- 
cock marched his prisoner to the town lockup, 
followed by a large crowd: When the Chi- 
cago deputies arrived the town was quiet.

EIGHT HELD FOR 
SELAFANI DEATH. 
Police Think They Have 3 


and Wagon Used to Carry 
Vietim's Body to Lake. 


RECALLS CRONIN CASE. 


Porter Tells of Struggle at Night 
in Room and Many Other 
Clews Are Found. 


With eight men locked up in the Bast Chi- 
cago avenue police station, the north side po- 
lice think they soon will solve the mystery 
in the murder of Natoli Selafani, whose body 
was found in the lake at the foot of Bryan 
avenue on Monday. The case as revealed 
yesterday recalls the murder of Dr. Cronin 
in several particulars. Selafani, the police 
say, was beaten to death, probably by sevy- 
eral men, and his body hauled to the lake 
shore in a W 

Late last n Inspector Shippy introduced 
another feature into the case, recalling Pat 
Dinan's ‘white horse in the more famous 
case. With two detectives he took the horse 
thought to have been used in the present 
murder case, allowing the animal to go un- 
directed to see If it would follow the supposed 


route to Rogers Park. Early this morning 
the inspector and his men were still out. 


Eight Men Held by Police. 

The men now under arrest are: 

Joseph Renzino, ives at 96 Polk stret; his horse 
and wagon believed to have been used in remov- 
ing body of murdered man. 

Joseph Lombardo, roomer at the Italian hotel; al- 
leged to have driven wagon to Rogers Park. 

Frank Bell, occupied room near that of Selafani 
Sunday night. 

John Justine, waiter and porter in saloon. 


Philip Domingo, arrested at 158 Milton avenue. 

Charles Renzino, proprietor of grocery, saloon, 
and Italian lodging bouse at 415 Clark street, 
where Selafani roomed; arrested Tuesday night. 

Four of the men are held as witnesses 
and are expected to throw some light on the 
circumstances surrounding the attack on 
and murder of Selafani. The others are 
suspected of complicity in the murder, but 
no direct evidence has yet been 


Horse and Wagon Found. 

The horse and wagon used, the police be- 
lieve, to haul Selafani’s body to the lake, 
were found by Inspector Shippy’s detectives 
in the rear of 95 Polk street. Paper in the 
wagon was bloodstained. 

In the hotel a roundheaded hammer was 
found, its handle and head covered with 
what seemed to be blood. The tool has been 
sent to the city chemist and today an analysis 
will be made to determine whether the stains 
are those of human blood. It is probable the 
body of the murdered man will be exhumed 
to ascertain if the hammer fits into the 


crushed portions of the skull. 


Gives Clew to the Wagon. | 

The discovery of the wagon and the arrest 
of Domingo resulted from the statement o? 
John Minning, motorman on an Evanston 
avenue electric car. He told the police that 
he saw a wagon being driven in Devon ave- 
nue, Rogers Park, Monday morning. Two 
men were in the vehicle; while in the rear 
was a tarpaulin. On the return trip Min- 
ning said he saw the same wagon, and that 
only one man was in it, while the tarpaulin 


He gave 80 complete u description of the 
wagon and horse that the pollee had lit- 


in the wagon and was locked up. He is al- 
leged to have visited Selafani in the Clark 
street lodging house. 

Domingo told the police he came to Chi- 
cago fifteen days ago from Wabash, Ind. 
The police assert they arrested him here 
two monthe ago, and that he came to Chi- 
cago with Selafani from McKeesport, Pa. 
He knew Selafani bad money, the police de- 
clare. 

Joseph Rezino was locked up as soon as 
the wagon was identified as his property. 


Tells of Struggle in Room. 

The most significant statement was secured 
from Toppin, the porter. He told the police 
he had heard the sounds of a struggle in 
Selafani’s room about 8 o'clock Monday 
morning, but did not investigate. 

In addition to the finding of a ring bearing 
the initlal 8, which the police took from 
Charles Renzino, the changing of the hotel 
register directed suspicion against the hotel- 
keeper. When the police first went there 
Selafani’s name was the last entered for 
Sunday. A second examination disclosed 
that other names had been added in an at- 
tempt, the police say, to divert suspicion. 

Charles Renzino was arraigned before 
Justice Mayer, after a formal charge of 
murder had been made against him by In- 
spector Shippy. Thursday night proceedings 
had been begun looking toward the release 
of Renzino on a writ of habeas corpus. Be- 
fore the papers were served on the police, 
however, the charge of murder had been 
made, and the writ then was denied.

Sr. JAMES’ CELEBRATED. 

Episcopalians Gather for Reception, at 

“ ‘Which Guest of Honor Is the Rev. 

W. M. Vibbert, Former Rector and 
Now of Trinity, New York—Coadju- 
tor Bishop Anderson and Dr. J. 8. 
Stone Are Among the Speakers— 
Reminiscences of Early Days. 


The seventieth anniversary of St. James’ 
Episcopal church—the oldest church of the 
denomination in Chicago—was celebrated last 
evening with a reception in the church and 
parish house at Huron and Cass streets.. The 
guest of honor was the Rev. W. H. Vibbert of 
Trinity church, New York, who served as 
pastor of St. James’ from 1888 to 1800. 
Through his efforts during the first year of 
his pastorate the church wiped out a bonded 
debt of $35,000. 

I I had not loved old St. James,” he said 
in an address from the pulpit, “ I would not 
have come 1,000 miles to celebrate with you. 
Iam proud of the prominent part the chureh 
has played in the history of religion in Amer- 
ica. It has a national reputation. It ranks 
as one of the great Episcopal churches.”’ 

Recall Early Days of Church 

Addresses reminiscent of work accom- 
plished by the church in its t score and 
ten’ years of existence also were made by 
Coadjutor Bishop C. P. Anderson in the ab- 
sence of Bishop McLaren, by the church's 
pastor, the Rev. James 8. Stone, and by 
Vestryman Joseph T. Bowen. An organ re- 
cital was given by Clarence Dickenson. 

Later in the evening an adjournment was 
taken from the church to thé parish house, 
which was decorated with ferns and chry- 
santhemums. The receiving party was com- 
posed of the pastor and members of the 
vestry and their families. Refreshments 
were served by the young women of the 
parish. 

History Begins in 1834. 

The history of St. James’ began in October, 
1834, when the Rev. Palmer Dyer, an Episco- 
pal minister, arrived in Chicago and preached 
in the Presbyterian church building. A few 
days afterward the name of St. James’ was 
taken by the new parish. Its place of wor-

HIT BY NEW ORDINANCE. 


It Must Stay Out of Business Unless 
Measure la Amended Before Pass- 
age Next Monday—Too Far Above 
Street—Pien Made for Change of 
Law on Halls in Office Structures—

Unless it is amended when it comes before 
the city council Monday evening the building 
ordinance expected to be passed then will 
compel the Masonic temple roof garden to 
stay out of business or lessen its seating ca- 
pacity so as to make its operation unprofita- 
ble. The ordinance provides that no halls of 
class IV., seating 500 persons or more, can 
perated more than forty-five feet above 
the street level.

Young's ordinance, which prohibits building 
dance halls in any residence block without 
the ‘written consent of a majority of the 
property owners on both sides of the streets 
bounding the block. Chairman Harkin said 
public dances extending far into the morning 
should not be allowed in residence districts.

Go Over the Garden . 


And gather up and remove all the débris 
which has collected in the flower beds. Cut 
down the dead staiks of the perennials and 
pull up what is left of the annuals, and burn 
all refuse of this kind, or bury it where it will 
decay and heip to fertilise the soil of the 


garden. 

There may be no flowers in the winter, but 
neatness should prevail where they have 
been. Store away flower stakes and trellises, 
and give to all plants needed protection. 

Now is a good time to prune any shrubs 
which were neglected during the summer 
when they were making growth. —— 

If too thick, thin them out, so that the 
— you leave may have room for 
healthy development. 

Remove all weak and injured wood. Ifthe 
plant be awkward in shape, trim it to sym- 
metrical form. But—be sure of the character 
of your plant. A 


spring from buds formed this season. Only 
plants which produce flowers on a growth of 
branches made next spring should be pruned 
now. 

Cut the clematis to within two or three 
feet of the ground, lay on the ground what 
you leave, and cover it well. ' 

Put manure about all herbaceous plants. 
It not only furnishes a sort of pro- 
tection but ite fertilizing properties are set 
free by fall rains, and are absorbed by the 
soil to the benefit of the plant. In spring 
what is left can be dug into the soil. 

Plants in the window garden find this a 
critical season. Aim to keep the temperature 
of the room low and to give them all possible 
fresh air. Be careful about overwatering 
‘and use no fertilizer. 

Fuchsias will have completed their work 
for the season and should be dried off grad- 
ually, to get them ready for the cellar, 
whither they should be taken by the ist of 


Give less and less water while they remain 
upstairs. If the foliage drops, the plants 
will not suffer. Plants out of doors drop their 
leaves in the autumn, so you are trying to 
treat them as nature treats them. Chrys- 
anthemums should be treated likewise. 

All cracks and crevices Must be closed at 
the windows where plants are to be kept, as 
a wise ounce of prevention against the 
trance ot frost.

Workpocket which will do for a Christmas 
gift or to use in making Christmas presents 
occupies no more space than a folded towel, 
holds everything requisite to one's fancy 
work, and, what is its chief object, it keeps 
the open. skeins of embroidery silk in con- 
stant view and perfect order. 

The materials required are a three inch 
strip of soft white flannel, a strip of art linen 
thirty-six inches long and twelve inches wide. 
of some desirable shade, dul¥ blue or green 
being attractive; a strip of white duck or 
pique nineteen inches lo and ten inches 
wide, ten yards of tape half an inch wide, and 
six yards one inch wide. 

The narrow tape is eut into eighteen stri 
each nineteen inches long; these are lai 
lengthwise across the duck foundation, close 


to one another, and leaving a half inch mar- 


gin of @uck on each of its long sides. The 
ends of these strips are firmly fastened to the 
short sides. 

The wider tape is cut into eighteen strips of 
twelve inches each and then woven in and 
out of the narrow tapes, one over, one un- 
poser after the manner of the kindergarten 
mats, 

When completed the tape mat is stitched 
by machine to the duck all around its four 
sides, the overhanging ends of the tape cut 
away, and one of the narrow ends of the strip 


tape. 

A hem one inch deep is now taken in the 
strip of linen at one end, and the latter basted 
down so as to form a pocket six inches deep. 
A strip of white elastic is laid across the 
Ifhen just at the opening of the pocket, and 
caught down firmly at intervals, so as to form 
compartments for the scissors, thimble, 
stiletto, and bodkin. These are put in run- 
ning parallel to the length of the linen, and 
rest partly within the pocket. 

A few leaves of soft white flannel, pinked 
or button holed at the edges, are made into 
a little needle book, which may be attached 
to the edge of the pocket, so that it will be 
within it and still be readily accessible. 

The woven mat, braided face up, is basted 
upon the linen, so that the tape bound edge 
is parallel with the opening of the six inch 
pocket and facing it. The projecting inch 
wide border of linen is turned down over it. 
thus making of the rest a generous pocket 


the elastic and the first pocket. This is held 
firmly with two rows of machine stitchings. 
The opened and braided skeins of embroidery 
silk are drawn through the strands of the 
tape with a large bodkin or a long crochet 
needle, so that they rest upon the broad

PHYSICIANS APPEAL TO LAW 
AND EVADE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Object to Examination for Membership 
on County Hospital Staff and Aban- 
donment of Plan Is Promised. 


Application for an order enjoining the 
county authorities from placing members of 
the medica] profession under civil service 
rule was made before Judge Dunne yester- 
day morning, and resulted in a pledge by 
County Attorney Wilkerson that the ex- 
amination for membership on the county 
hospital staff, scheduled for today, would 
be postponed indefinitely. 

The court expressed the opinion that the 
county board had exceeded its authority 
in attempting to hold an examination for 
physicians. A final order will be entered 
on the bill for injunction by Judge Tuley 
next Tuesday. 

The applicants for the injunction includ- 
ed Dr. George F. Thompson and twenty other 
physicians,’ representative of three schools 
of medicine. 

“The applicants all favor civil service for 
physicians at the hospital.“ said Dr. Thomp- 
son, but, for several reasons, are opposed 
to the proposed examination. We feel 
that it is not extensive enough, that insuf- 
ficient notice was given, and also that a 
definite term of office should be established 
for appointees. Under present conditions 
the persons who passed the examination suc-
